STATEMENT OF EWAN CLAGUE, COMMISSIONER OF LABOR 
STATISTICS, U.S. DEPARTMENT OF LABOR 


Mr. Ciaaur. Mr. Chairman, I might say that this is the fourth 
time I have been before this committee since I was first appointed in 
1946 as Commissioner of Labor Statistics at that time and again in 
1950 and, as you indicated, Mr. Chairman, again in 1955. 

I might also say to the committee that I came into Government 
service as a civil servant, appointed from a register by the Social 
Security Board, and I was a career civil servant at the time I was first 
appointed as Commissioner. 

I think I will just have to say, as far as my qualifications are con- 
cerned, let the record speak for itself.

Senator CLrark. Mr. Chairman, I note Mr. Clague is from the great 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, though it is my understanding he 
hasn’t been there for years and years. I am very happy to move we 
confirm the nomination.
